In the district of Ferdy’Onah, Algena, 
which signifies Fine Country) lives a 

Scheik named Bou-Akas-ben-Achour. He 
aa also distinguished by the surname of Bov- 
Dsznont, (the Man of the Kmfe) and may 
‘be regarded as a type of the eastern Arab.— 
His ancestors conquered Ferdy Onah, but he 
has been forced to acknowledge the suprem- 
aoy of France, by paying a yearly tribute of 
80,000 francs. His dommuion extends from 
Mudah to Rabouah, and from the southern 
point of Rahouah to within two leagues of 
Gigelli. He is torty-nme years old, and 
wears the Rahyle costume; that is to say, a 
woollen cGixpoura, confined by aleathern 
belt, He carries a pair of pistols m his gir- 
dle, by hisside the Rahyle FLISEA, and sus- 
pended from his neck a small black knife 

Before him walks a negro carrying his 
gun, anda huge greyhound bounds along by 
his side He holds despotic sway over twelve 
tribes; and should any neighboring people 
vesture fo make an incursion on his territo- 
ty, Bou-Akag seldom condescends to march 
against them ın person, but sends his negro 
into the principal village Ting envoy just 
displays the gun of Bou-Akas, and the injury 
ag instantly. repaired. 

He keeps in pay two or three hundred T'ol- 
bas to read the Koran ta his people: every 
pilgrim going to Mecca, and pass.ng through 
Ferd)’Qnah, recerves three ffancs; and ma 
temain ag long as he pleases to enjoy the 
hospitality of Bou-Akas But whenever 
the Scheik diseovers that he has been de- 
ceived by a pretended migrim, he immedi- 
alely despatches emissaries after the impos- 
tor, who, wherever he 1s, fine hun, throw 
him down, and give him fifty blows on the 
soles of his feet ` g , 

Bou-Akas sometimes entertains three hun- 
dred persons at dinner, but mstead of sharma 
their repast, he walks round the tables with 
a baton in his hand, seeing that the servants 
attend properly to hie guests. Aiterwards, 
if any thing is left, he eats, but rot until the 
others have finished 


When the gavernor of Constantinople, the 
only man whose power he recognises, sends 
lim a traveller; according to the rank of the 

_ latter, or the nature of the racommendation, 
Bou-Akas gives him his gun, his dog, or his 
knife. Ifthe gun, the traveller takes it on 
hsshoulder, if the dog, he leads it in a leash; 
araf the kmfe, he hangs ıt round hs neck, 
and with any one of these potent talismans, 
of which each bearsits own degree of honor, 
the stranger passes through the region of the 
twelve tribes, not only unscathed, but, as the 
guest of Bou-Akas, treated with the utmost 
hospitality. When the traveller is about to 
leave Ferdj'Onsh, he consigns the knife, the 
deg, or the gun to the eare of the first Arab 
he meets. Ifthe Arab is hunting, he leaves 
the chase, if laboring in the field, he leaves 
tha plough; and {aking the precios deposit, 
hastens to restore at to Bou-Akas.

The black-handled kmfe 1s so well known, 
that ıt has given the surname of “Bou Dje- 
non: the man of the kmfe,” to ats owner, — 
With this implement he is accustomed to cut 
off heads, whenever he takes a faney to per- 
form that agreeable office with his own hand. 

When first Bon-Akas assumed the goy- 
erament, the country was mfested with rob- 
bers, but he speedily found means to exti 
pate them Herdisguised himself asa poor 
merchant; walked out, and dropped adouro 
(a gold coin) on the ground, taking care not 
to lose sight ofat If the persen who hap- 
pened to pick up the déuro, put it. into Ina 
pocket and passed on, Bou-Akas made a sign 
to his chinaux (who followed him, also in 
disguise, and knew the Sheik’s will,) and he 
rushed forward immedzately, and decapitated 
the offender

who meets them rhall turn away his head 
Wishing one day to ascertain whether his 
commands were attended to, he went. aut in 
disguise; and, meeting a beautiful Arab mai- 
cen on her way to the well, approached and 
saluted her, 5 
The girl looked at him with amazement,

And when Bou-Akas persisted in speaking . 


to her, she added.— 

‘Foolish man, and reckless of thy life,— 
knowest thou not that we are in the country 
of Bou-Dyjenom, who causes all women tobe 
held tn respect?" 

Bou-Akas is very strictin his rehgious ob- 
servances, he never omits his prayérs and eb- 
Jutions, and has four wives, the number per- 
mitted by the Koran. Having heard that the 
Cadı of one of ns twelve tribes adnnnistered 
justice m an. adnurable: manner, and pro- 
nounced decisions 1n a style worthy of King 
Solemon himself, Bou-Akas, like a second 
Haroun-Al-Raschid, determined to judge for 
himself as to the truth of the report 

Accordingly, dressed like a private mdi- 
vidual, without arms or attendants, he set 
out for the Cadi’s town, mounted on a docile 
Arabian stecd 

He arrived there, and was just entering 
the gate, when a cripple seizing the border of 
his burnous, asked bhim for alms m the name 
of the prophet.

Ifon the other hand, the publio creditors 
should refuse to fand the debt as proposed, 
the accruing interest for the current year will 
amount to the large sum of $161,337 72, and 
exceed the liberal estimate for revenue made 
by your committee about $65,000, leaving no 
hope of the extiuguishnent of the pnbhe 
debt, and promising to the city nothing but 
bankruptcy and ruin,

W. W. PHELPS’ SPEECH 

Betoven Recents AND CITIZEN.. 
To-day we celebrate the victory of patience 
over passions, the dawn of light over dark- 
ness; the Buccéss of reason over madness; 
the reign of wisdom over folly; the prospen- 
ty of trath over error; the triumph of pure 
religion over strong persecution’—and, what 
shall I say? Itis a day of exultation, the 
pastime of the Lord’s ancinted, a holiday of 
bliss, for the achievement of this human hap- 
piness, this Mormon jubilee, was not wen at 
the cannon’s mouth, fighting fer the laurels 
of fame; neither was it won by storming & 
fortress, and butchering men, women, and 
children, to satisfy a sovereign that we were 
heroes: the bioody battle-field and the crim- 
son flag, have not told the world that we 
cope with our foes by the purse or the sword: 
the honor of plundering nations, if thats hon- 
or, belongs to the Ciristrans—not the Mor- 
mona-—the trophies of war are the property 
of citizen soldsers—not the wealth of pioneer 
stunts—~No, we come not as the scientific 
world, with philosophy to-day, and devasta- 
tion to-morrow; ‘with a Bible in one hand, 
and a sword m the other; we come notas the 
hypoerites-with long faces and long prayers 
tò be geen and:heard of men; but we come in! 
the name of Israels God, ns the church of: 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints; we come 
as the sons’ apparent of the sires of “76; 
we come as the heirs of the kingdom holding, 
the keya.of the Priesthood, to mmister salva~

tron where there 13 an ear to hear, and a 
heart to receive; and we come as a part ofthe 
people of the republic of North America—to 
rejoice because the Lord has led us out of 
bondage, and placed us among the mountains, 
in this goodly valley. 

Four years ago to-day, President Young, 
with the faithful pioneers, came into this val- 
ley by inspiration Tae evil spirts, from 
the departed damned” which had wandered 
here for ages, “grinned hornbly a ghastly 
smule,” and fled; the Utah, m his degrada- 
tion, skulked into the kanyon to slake his 
hanger on crickets auspicious day! The 
destiny of the church was hid in'this unmis- 
sioned recess, hke a pearl in the sea; but 
when a prayer ascended up to the Recorder 
of heaven, the spell burst; the angels shout- 
ed, and we—we' not the Gop forsaken, but 
the wort hated Mormons, had a home pre- 
pared in the desert, Yes, 2 home prepared, 
a thousand miles from the confines of democ- 
racy or freedom on the east, and nearly a 
thousand miles from the suburbs of hell on 
the west. Yes! the valley of rest in the tops 
of the mountains, where, as Isaiah wisely 
predicted —*No galley with oars, neither 
gallant ship shall pass by ” Glory to God 
for his mercy; and thanks to the pioneers for 
fortitude. 

‘And what has been done in four years? 
Let the public works bear testimony; then 
look to the eastand the west, the north and 
the south, and behold the golden wheat fields 
smiling with abundance, and all this, too, 
where it rarely rains in summer. Success to 
irrigation and industry, what mas been done 
can be, and what has wor been done may be. 

The valley teems with health and happi- 
ness, peace and joy, and hke the star-span- 
gled heavens after a storm, the Great Basin 
is sprinkled with the life glowing habitations 
of heaven’s noblemen. 

But this is not all, inthe brief rise of this 
State, or as ıs now the case, Teritory, to a 
place in the annals of the General Govern- 
ment, this Board of Regents,.of which I have 
the honor to be amember,has been brought 
to bemg, to manage the efforts of the newly 
chartered University of Deseret, by the com- 
mion consent of a generous, great-hearted 
people. Aud whatis expected of this board? 
will they walk in the tracks of the Literati of 
the old world? Tie up the philosophy, wis- 
don, researches, classics, and learned labors 
of six thousand years in a sdken money parse? 
Fiddle for the pope, and dance for the devil? 
Hold the king's stirrups, and kiss the etape- 
rors foot? Crape the regions of light in 
blach? Write upon the priest's robe, MySTE— 
RY OF MYSTERIES? Motto the lawyer's man- 
tle, and judge’s ermine with “Great is Diana 
of the Ephesians?” Teach the Jew. Haw 
Ecounumn Yreran? The poor Greek —O 
Sornos Mor»s? and give the learned ductor, 
a splendid diploma, written im these words. 
Oc- con- ¢-9- co- ge- co- co- cach-e-cach-e-co- 
dan-go? Thon sell sheep skins at a fortune 
a pece, —wrap themselves up, (Uke silk- 
worms in their cocóans) in the cob-webs of 
fame, and leave a might caught world to FEEL 
their way to glory?

Tius is the sum of the matter: Up for 
heaven; diwa for hell.

dred millions to the grave, generation after 
generation: and how many, through the m- 
proved philosophy, and arproved phiJanthro- 
phy, of the learried nobility, and the superior 
light , and tender clemency of the luxuriant 
clergy, have eaten ofthe fat of the land, par- 


took of hidden manna, drank 
hfe freely, and slid into 
ten thousand, singing: 

“Hush! my dear, he sfill and slumber, 

Holy angels guard thy bed; 

Heav’nly blessings without number, 

Gently fall upon thy head." —, 

Nor manr. NOT MANY! 

But what can this Board do? Do! yes, do! 
do good, and revolutionize the science ofa 
purse proud generation. All the language, all 
the books, and all the philosophy of man, 
must fall with Babylon the great, and like a 
bubble bursting upon the water, leave no 
trace behind, Of what use, to the great mass 
of mankind, are the highest institutions of the 
civilized world? Of the same use that the 
netis to the spider, the gun to the hunter, 
and the fire to the stubble, The prisoners of 
ume and eternity, whenever they come toa 
knowledge of the truth, will learn that bogus 
philosophy, bogus religion, and bogus hopes, 
stole their reputations in life, and left them 
in poverty, death, darkness and despair.

Frax Corrox in Great Britam.—The 
London correspondent of the Commercial 
Advertiser, says of flax cotton: 

The use of flax cotton. manufactured ac- 
cording to the process of Chevalier Claussen, 
1g now m progress upon an extensive scale, 
at Bradford, in Yorkshire, and at Cork, in 
Treland, large mill owners at those places 
having entered into contracts The princi- 
ple of the invention, by which flax is adapted 
for spmning upon cotton, wool and silk ma- 
chinery, consists in the destruction of the cy- 
Iindrical character of the fibre by the expan- 
sive power of carbovic acid gas The first 
process, however, is the removal of the resin- 
ous matter peculiar to the plant Thivisef- 
fected by boiling it for three hours in water, 
contaimng one half per cent of common so- 
da, after which it is dipped in water slightly 
acidulated with sulphuric acid The flax is 
then thoroughly saturated in a solution of bi- 
earbonate of soda, and being subsequently 


- emersed in a solution of diluted sulphuric ac- 


id, a liberation of gas takes place, which 
causes the tubes of which the plant is com- 
posed to split, when the material, instantly 
losing its rigidity, becomes a light expansive 
mass of catfony texture, “increasing in size 
hke leavening dough or an expanding 
sponge.”’ Lastly, for the purpose of being 
bleached, ıt is plunged into hypochlorite of 
magnesia, when ‘it instantly becomes white

ances this 1s an uncommon dry season “To 
ancrense the water we have made a canal 
about seven miles m length, to bring m Red 
Creek, to water the lower surveys m our 
field. This has been quite a job, and-had not 
the colony been weakened by the return of 
a part, tms would have been completed one 
month earher, thereby saying thousands of 
bushels of grain It seems almost incredible 
the amount of labor that has been done, and 
yet much is before us, and every nianis 
straining every nerve to accomplish the task 
before hun. The Wire Grass Survey which 
was thought by the wisest farmérs to need 
but little water, upon trial requires double 
the amount ôf the upland. ;

ad that the officers of our Navy shall Icad the 
daring enterprise. Among these officers, we 
cbserve the name of Surgeon Eliska K. Kane, 
aon of Hon. John K. Kane, of thus city, who 
volunteered for the service, and js now prin- 
eipal Surgeon of the expedition. We saw 
the announcement of his name among the of- 
cers, with surprise. He has long been suf- 
fering from 2 combmation of infirmities, the 
ceyult ofa series of adventures, such as few 
mon hving have undergone, and such as still 
fawer would yoluntanly embark in out of pure 
love of danger, and the spirit of seeing the 
r onders and the peculianties of other parts 
ofthe globe. Having enjoyed the acquain- 
tance of thia brave young man; we are able to 
staie what follows of his career, even if we 
atmula use that which was communicated to 
us in eemi-confidential intervals. No Amer- 
aan, of his age, has ever seen so much of 
the pens of the world, or of the world itself. 
Je was Surgeon of the American Legation 
to China, and oa his way to the Celestial re- 
gions, he spent some weeks on 2 foot-tramp 
through the orange groves of Brazil, and 2- 
pout a month in tiger-hunting near Bombay. 
Hence, after a dozen unsuccessful attempts 
to snuggle himacl{ m the forbidden landa of 
China, he went over ta the Philippines, and 


‘by the aid of the good Monks of the interior, 


of Mantis, explored its fastnesses and vol- 
ganio wongera. Tje was the first man to de> 
pcend ute the grent crater of the Tael, low- 


ered down two hundred feet over the brink,
